Pasadena Youth Found Uncon-

YOUTH SEMI-CONSCIOUS 
The descent with the semi-con- 

scious youth, was made in severe 
cold, and by artificial light. Start- 
ing down immediately at 11:30 
p.m. Saturday, the party had lan- 
terns, headlights and flashlights 
to guide them. Because Dootson 
could be carried betweer two men, 
the motion warmed him. As soon 
as dry wood could be obtained, the 
party stopped to make a fire and 
warm themselves. About 5 a.m. 
the party had to halt to rest be- 
fore they could proceed further. 

Approximately 40 men assisted 

iin the search. Dootson was with 
two companions when the acci- 
dent occurred Saturday noon. 
One remained on the spot where 
the accident occurred while the 
other went to notify the forest 
ranger. 
RESCUERS “RESCUED” 

Three of the men assisting in 

the search suffered injuries and 
had to be “rescued” themselves. 
They were Deputy Dunlap Allison, 
who slipped on the ice and dis- 
| located his knee; Deputy Harry 
; Heap, who fell and broke through 
the ice and broke his ankle while 
helping Allison, and Deputy H. C. 
English, who dislocated his knee. 

Constable Sam Barker, who was 
with the three men who were in- 
jured, was the only one of the 
four to escape injury himself, He 
assisted the other men to get back 

| to the cars. The accidents to the 
| deputies occurred three or four 
miles above Stockton flats. No 
stretchers were necessary to get 
the injured deputies out, but pro- 
| gress was extremely slow, four 
| hours being required for a dis- 
tance that otherwise would have 
taken one hour. 

The injured deputies and Bark- 
er returned to San Bernardino 
about 6:30 p.m., not knowing 
what would be the fate of Doot- 

| son, and Deputy Cecil Myers went 

to the mountain with fifteen 
CCC boys from the Cucamonga 
camp to help Stone, Bays, Fuller 
and Mendelhall bring Dootson 
back. 

Stone said that never before had 
he seen “icicles as high as tele- 
phone poles”, and that the season- 
ed mouhtain climbers—Fuller and 
Mendelhall — declared never in 
Yosemite or other climbing had 
they come across more difficult 
mountain terrain, 

When the CCC boys met the 
party, they found the four rescu- 
ers with their victim so shaky 
from the adventure that they 
could not retain any of the food 
which the CCC boys offered them.
